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Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was discussed: On 2-15- 
05, examiner noted that the subject matter at the last three lines of claim 1 is not supported by the figures whereas 
claims 15-17 are supported by the figures. Examiner proposed amending the last three lines after "groove," to - 
wherein the knurled parts are provided only on said groove bottom--. Examiner commented that there is no 
suggestion to select the serrated portions at the bottom of the aquachannel of Consolacion et al and use them on both 
sides of the rib in the figure 4 embodiment of Ikeda. Examiner further commented that there is no suggestion to 
combine Ikeda and Nakagawa such that the knurled parts are provided only at the groove bottom since if the ribs 
extending along the sidewall of the groove are removed, air will not be discharged as taught by Nakagawa et al. 
Examiner also proposed amending the title. On 2-17-05, applicant's representative agreed to the changes in the 
examiner's amendment.
